To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Mount Desert: 


The year of 1946 brought no improvement in the labor situation 
over the war years, and there was no improvement in the distribution 
of tar and asphalt products. It may be necessary in the future, if con- 
ditions do not improve, for the Town to own a distributor and storage 
tank to speed up the work that must be done in a few months. 


Another serious problem that confronts the highway department 
is lack of good road material on this Island. All other towns on the 
Island are facing the same problem. 


99.32 percent of the 1946 tax commitment has been collected. 


A committee was appointed to make further study of a new high 
school building. This committee has been very active. 


The Hamor Lot and adjoining Holmes Lot have been pusehacen 
for the new high school site. 


There were several large appropriations made last year which 
will not be required this year. I would therefore suggest that funds 
for the highway department be increased. 


I want to thank the citizens who have come to me with helpful 


suggestions and the Municipal Officers for their codperation.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Mount Desert: 


* I submit herewith the annual report of the schools of this Town 
with a statement of all funds received and expended in connection 
_ therewith during the past fiscal year. 


Once again the consolidated statement indicates a much larger 
_ balance than was anticipated in the budget. Approximately $5,000.00 
of the General School Fund, appropriated for the purchase of new 
conveyance equipment, has been carried over awaiting delivery of an 
International bus ordered last March. Provision was made for the 
construction of a school garage at Somescille, but due to factors 
beyond control it seemed advisable to delay construction until next 
summer, and the appropriation of $3,500.00 for this purpose has been 
added to the balance. 


The usual amount of building renovation was carried on during 
_ the past summer, the Stetson, Somesville and Dunham schools receiv- 
ing most of the attention. The garage at Otter Creek has been greatly 
improved and heating facilities have been added. The buildings are, 
generally speaking, in good repair, although two major items should 
be given- consideration in the near future. The Stetson building is 
badly in need of extensive masonry repair, an item which will run into 
several thousand dollars. The roof of the Somesville building should 
also be repaired, or possibly in part replaced. The playground at this 
school, donated to the Town by Dr. Mallory, would be a decided asset 
to the school program if graded and laid out in satisfactory condition. 
The grounds of the Stetson building would also be much more attrac- 
tive if some grading and seeding could be done. Or, if preferred, the 
entire yard could be surfaced, eliminating the present ragged appear- 
ance. 


The foremost requisite of a good school is, of course, a competent 
teacher. The best of buildings and equipment in the hands of mediocre 
teachers will not produce satisfactory results. You have recognized 
this fact all through the years, and you have been generous in your 
support of schools. It is with regret that we note the necessity of 
increased financial support for the ensuing year. However, in view of 
the present economic conditions, teacher shortages and higher wages, 
we do not see how the present school program can be operated without 
greater expenditure than during the past year. The only logical means 
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of reducing expenditures would seem to be a policy of further consoli- 
dation. School buildings are not being used with greatest efficiency, 
due to small enrollments, and, if further economy is desired, curtail- 
ment along this line could be effected. 

As I close this report, the last of a series of ten which it has been 
my privilege to submit during the past decade, I would express, to the 
citizenry in general, my appreciation of their confidence and their 
cooperation in the educational enterprise. We have not accomplished 
all that could have been done, perhaps not all that should have been 
done, for education in this community. Looking backward we can 
clearly see errors, both of omission and of commission. It is our sincere 
hope, however, that your schools have shown at least some improve- 
ment through the years, and that the accomplishments of the past 
may perhaps pave the way for still greater advances in the future. 


To the principals, teachers, janitors and conveyance drivers, 
many of whom have worked with me throughout the entire period, 
I can only express my thanks for their sincere and honest efforts. 
They have done an excellent piece of work, and I feel that the Town 
is most fortunate in its teaching personnel. ) 

To the Superintending School Committee, three men whom i 
have come to know intimately, and for whom I have only the highest 
respect, words of thanks cannot express my appreciation of their 
contribution to the success of these years. Honesty, integrity and 
unbiased adherence to the right, and to the welfare of the schools, 
have characterized their administration at all times. It is my sincere 
hope that they may continue to direct the educational policies of this 
Town for some time to come.

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Last summer your committee appointed a sub-committee of five 
to again consider traffic problems; that action being taken on August 
7. On September 5, the sub-committee unanimously recommended the 
consideration of a plan to open a cross section street between Main 
Street and Tracy Road, taking land occupied by the Hill Jewelry Shop 
and the Carry-On Shop. The Kimballs’, who own the land over which 
the proposed connecting road would pass, offered to give the right of 
way over the land now occupied by the Hill Jewelry Shop, approxi- 
mately thirty-two feet, provided the building now occupied by the 
Hill Jewelry Shop would be moved to face the new connecting street. 
At the September meeting it was the unanimous opinion of the 
members of the committee present that the connecting street should 
not be less than forty-eight feet in width. This would involve not only 
the taking of the land occupied by the Hill Jewelry Shop, but also 
that occupied by the Carry-On Shop. 


The object of the project was twofold: to secure easy access on 
Main Street to parking spaces on Tracy Road, and to provide for the 
business and housing expansion of the Village to the East of Main 
Street. 


At a meeting of our committee on October 4 the project was 
further considered and the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted: 

RESOLVED: We approve the project to open a 
street between Main Street and Tracy Road; the new 
street being 48’ in width and taking land now occupied 
by the Hill Jewelry and Antique Shop and by the 
Carry-On Shop. These buildings to be moved at the 
Town’s expense so as to face on the new street or such 
other reasonably near location within the business sec- 
tion of Northeast Harbor as said esecupants may select; 
understanding the project includes the assurance to the 
Town of adequate parking space in connection there- 
with. Provided, however, that before submitting this 
recommendation to the Town, this Committee requests 
the Municipal authorities to submit to this Committee 
their estimate of the probable expenses of the total 
project so that reviewing the expenses this Committee 
may then determine whether to submit this recom- 
mendation to the Town. 


Mr. Thomas (the Town Manager) is requested to 
ascertain what the Kimballs’ are willing to do in regard 
to the right-of-way for a 48’ street from Main Street 
to Tracy Road taking the frontage on Main Street now “~ 
occupied by the Hill Jewelry Shop and the Carry-On — 
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Shop and to further ascertain the land that could be 
used for parking and the arrangements that could be 
made for granting of parking areas and the moving of 
the houses and other details, so that the Municipal 
Officers can estimate the expenses to the Town involved 
in carrying out the project. 


On January 22, 1947, Mr. H. A. Thomas, Town Manager, wrote 
to the Chairman of the Committee as follows: 


“After considerable discussion and study of the 
proposed new road leading from Main Street to Tracy 
Road, passing over the land now occupied by the Hill 
Jewelry Shop and the Carry-On Shop buildings, the 
Board of Selectmen are of the opinion that the expense 
of the project far exceeds the benefit derived therefrom. 

“The Kimballs’ are willing to give the right-of-way 
for approximately 32’, leaving the Carry-On Shop on its 
present site. If the Carry-On Shop is moved and the 48’ 
right-of-way taken, the Kimballs’ feel that they should 
be reimbursed for a period of years to the amount of 
$250 per year, which is the annual rental paid by the 
Carry-On Shop. 

“The estimated cost of the project is $7,000 plus 
the annual rental of $250. This does not include the 

-cost for any damage that the Hill Jewelry Shop may 
. claim if they are moved to the side street.” 


Since the receipt of the above letter there has been, of course, 
no time for a meeting of the committee, but the chairman of the 
committee realizes that it is clear from the above that it is not at 
present possible to attempt to remedy existing conditions in the 
Village in the manner suggested. He should also add that the summer 
resident members of the committee, while very willing to cooperate 
with the members who are all-year residents, realize that the various 
’ problems affecting primarily the all-year residents must be largely 
initiated and carried out by them. 


In accordance with this belief the traffic regulations suggested 
last year and the project considered this year were considered 
primarily by the all-year resident members of this committee. In both 
cases the original suggestion of the project proposed at first met with 
practically unanimous approval, but apparently insurmountable diffi- 
culties developed later in the course of a detailed consideration. It 
may be that these experiences indicate the desirability of examining 
the methods employed in the study and execution of matters pertain- 
ing to Town Planning.

January 1, 1946 to December 31, 1946 


CASH 


All cash recorded as received was traced to deposits in the banks, 
and was found to have been correctly credited to the various accounts. 
In reconciling the checking accounts maintained at the Bar Harbor 
Banking and Trust Company, and the First National Bank of Bar 
Harbor, it was determined that deposits exceeded the Treasurer’s 
receipts written by 72 cents. 

The petty cash fund of $50.00 was verified by a physical count. 

It was ascertained that all payments had been made by checks 
and were supported by properly authorized warrants. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


The accounts receivable of $24.11 was due from the Town of 
Bar Harbor for charity. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The 1946 tax commitment was found to be in agreement with 
the records of the Assessors. This commitment was accounted for by 
cash collections, properly authorized abatements, or remained unpaid, 
according to the records of the Tax Collector. Approximately 46% of 
prior years’ outstanding taxes were accounted for by cash collections 
and abatements. Requests for verification were mailed to a represent- 
ative number of outstanding tax accounts. 


SHERIFF’S DEEDS 


This account is comprised of sheriff’s deeds dated 19338, 1935 
and 1936, and the balance remained unchanged during the year 
under examination.
